Jacob had twelve sons. X\vo of 1licm, Jo- 


seph and Benjamin, wore by his wife llache], 
who would doubtless have been his only wifo 
tiad it not beep, for tho greed of Laban, The 
narrative with which wo aro concerned in 
Ibis lesson shows some of the evils of polyga- 
my. Tho oldest son v.-as Reuben, but '.ho 


0-35 A si °'l''-'r son of Haehel, although really tho elev- 


or.th in tho order of his birth, was Joseph, 


all in all, ho is tho most beautiful char- 


acter of Old Testament history. 
No wonder 


his father loved him. In view of Hcuben's 
lust, and Simeon and Lovi's cruelty, and llio 
evil report that came from somo of his other 
sons, ho not only gavo him the preference l"1- 
causo he- was Rachel's son and the son of his 
old age, but perhaps intended to give him 
the rights ot tho first borr.. Wo may sup-

This aroused tho jealousy of his brothers, 


which was still further awakened by his 
wonderful dreams regarding his brothers' 
sheaves bowing down to his sheaf nnd in re- 
spect of the sun and moon and eleven stars 
showing iiim royal honors. Theso wero not 
r.ierely fancies of a bright and ambitious 
mint1., but wero douh~css communications 
from Cod himself.

Dr. Thomson 
tells us, from his observations in tho Orient1, 
that it is not at all surprising that tho sons of 
Jacob shouldso soon hove vis: ted a place which 
seemed to to so n-.iicli fraught with danger. 
Perhaps for this reason Jacob was concerned 
about them and particularly anxious to know 
about their welfare. In aiiy case his desiro 
was a natural ono to get tidings from them, 
when them was probably no other way of 
hearing from them. 


Ab his father's command Joseph um.iertnok 


tho journey from Hebron to Sbccbem, which 
would require moro than two daj's and which 
involved no little peri! on account of lions, 
bears, panthers and wolves, which infested 
tho country at that time. 


On arriving at Shecbcm bo failed to find 


his brothcrn. As ho was wandering about in 
search of them bo learned that they had gone 
to !Dothan (or tho two wells), a placo iienrly 
twelve miles north of Shecbem. When they 
saw him coming, instead of being glad to see 
him, they agreed to ki!l him, to cost him into 
a pit, and to report to their father that he had 
been devoured by a wild boast. Keubon, 
however, persuaded them to cast him aiivo 
into a pit, with tho intention of reselling him 
and restoring him to bis father. These pils 
aro common In Palestine. They aro "in t-iio 
shape of a demijohn, and nro designed to hold 
rain water. During port of tho year they aro 
dry, and wero often used ns dungeons, and 
although somotiniesTiot deep, yet, on account 
of their peculiar shape, it would be impossi- 
ble to climb out. 


THE LESSON. 


Joseph in tho Pit (vs. 23, 2-1).—With cngog 


Ing frankness and confidence tho handsome 
youth came to his brothers only to bo roughly 
fieized by them, aad notwithstanding his en- 
treaties, which wero enough to melt a heart 
of stono (Gen. ilii, 21), they stripped him 
of his boau-tiful garment aud rudely thrust 
him into a pit. 


V. 25. Their utter unconcern for tho crime 


which they intended to commit was mani- 
fested by their sitting down to cat (compare 
Prov. xx.t, 20). 
Their hearts wero as hard 


as tho hearts of thoso who livo on the 
jirc of tho gambler, tho drnnlcanl or Ibo fal- 
len; but tho timo was coming when they 
ivere to bo tormented with Ibo memory of 
that hour (Gen. xlii, 21; I, 13-1S). As they 
ooked up they saw a caravan ot Ishninclitos, 
who were on their way to Egypt. 


Joseph SoW (vs. 2C-2S).—In tho absence ot 


Reuben, Juduh, who was born for leadership, 
proposed -that they should sell him as a sl.ivc. 
-Io sold that thus they would avoid shedding 
;ho blood of 0:10 who was their own flash, 
["ho proposition pleased his brethren. As tbe 
shmaelites camo to hand the}' wore dis- 
c cred to bo Ifiuianitish 
merchantmen. 


Joseph, therefore, was drawn up from Ihepit 
and sold for twenty pieces ot silver, or ten 
shekels Jess than tho ordinary prico of a slave, 
although boys f. om 5 to 20 years of age were 
fioM for tho same amount as Joseph (Lev. 
xxvii, 0, 


Vs. 20, SO. Meanwhile Houbcrt returned 


and went to the pit, only to find that Joseph 
was gone. In the report which ho gives to 
his brethren, ho manifests the snmo lack of 
dignity and control which appear later on, 
and which nro marks of the instability of 
which his father complains when he says, in 
after years, " Unstable as water, thoii sinUt 
not excel." (Gen. xlix, 4). 


Jacob's Bitter Cup (vs. 31-00).—Jacob was 


once more to driiii; tho cup of deception to 
tho very dregs, which ho had pressed to his 
father's lips years before, and which lie had 
already found so bitter. His sons kill a ho 
guat, they dip Joseph's mantle in it, send it lo 
their father, saying that they havo found it, 
nndnskwhctherborccognizes.it as his son's 
coat. Tho plan succeeds. He believes, as they 
wish to have him, that Joseph is torn in pieces, 
But although they had succeeded in deci-ivirg 
their father, tho subsequent record shows 
how thero came a terrible awakening when 
they felt, perhaps for tho rest of their lives, 
the pangs of a guilty conscience. 


Jacob Not Comforted (vs. 61, So).—Jacob 


was overwhelmed with grief. As is c'.istonv 


tlicugh in a very advanced state of doconi 
position was reported as having boon idonti 
fled by certain marks as that of Mr. Cran 
dall. 


Tho body was duly buried and tho matter 


lost sight ot until a letter doted San Fran 
cisco, March 24, from a well-known gontie- 
man of this city traveling in California, 
was received Thursday by n personal friend. 
Tho writer in spoaking of mon whom ho met 
at Los Angeles, makes tho following romark- 
able statement: "I was surprised to meat B. 
B. Crandall in tho street there. You will 
remember ho was reported to have com 
mitred suiculo, and it I am not mistaken t 
body was discovered and idontiflod as his." 


This announcement has created a- sensa- 


tion hero, but tho friends and relatives of 
Mr. Crnndall still say tho body buried was 
undoubtodly his.

There are bnt few 
oities of importance in the east or west, 
in which this is omitted. 


The ^writer once witnessed the fire 


drill of twelve hundred pupils in the 16tb 
street iranl school In New York City. [At 
tho sound of a gong in the middle of a 
recitation every pupil in tha building 
marched into tbe yard and with military 
precision returned to their feats and re- 
sumed, tbfeir work, 


"Thore are three entrances to the 


building," said Prof. H—. "I sometimes 
eend them all out at one entrance, and 
then change to another, and there would 
ba no excitement, whatever I commanded 
them to do. We usually baya them sing 
with a vim. This serves a double pur- 
pose, giving the pnpils free eierciee oj 
their lungs and drowning all noise of 
engines it at any time & portion of the 
building should be in flames." 


Not long since an orphan asylum in 


Brooklyn wes discovered to be on firo 
near the entrance. In the front ol the 


building was tbe chapel, and m the 
rear were the schoolrooms containing 
severs! hundred pupils.The principal turn 
ed.on the fire alarm and sounded the signal 
for the fire drill. The door couiiecting 
with the front entrance was closed and 
the pupils, all unconscious of tbeir dan- 
ger, marched in and ont of the rear balls 
and school rooms. 
In froat was the 


noife cf crackling [flames and puffing 
engines and cries ot agonized mothers 
who cculd hardly be restrained free: 
rushing through the flames 10 their chil- 
dren, bnt overall waa heard the choery 
songs of tfie marching children. 
flames were soon subdued, .but who can 
tell bow many lives were preserved by 
the firmness of the teachers in preserv- 
ing discipline. 


It is obviorsly wisdom, at all times to 


be fully prepared for possible calamities 
and not wait to be taught by the eiperi- 
ence of some heart rending fiery ordeal,
